The Claimed Invention Distinguishes the Listed Prior Art 

None of the references cited in the original and the first Supplemental Petitions 
disclose applicants' method of operating a programmed computer to offer collectibles on 
primary and secondary markets. Applicants' method comprises the steps of offering for sale 
an initial placement of at least one collectible on a primary market, receiving orders from 
prospective purchasers, allocating the selected collectibles to selected successful purchasers, 
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and offering for sale at the direction of certain of the purchasers selected of the allocated 
collectibles on a secondary market.
